all commodities on which such 
rates do not now exist. The agree- 
ment, reached’ yesterday, was an- 
nounced today by the National In- 
dustrial Traffic league. 

The meeting was called by H. C. 
Barlow, chairman of the Central 
Freight assoctation. William Hog- 
den, of Chicago, represented the 
lines of the northeast; A. R. Smith, 
of the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad, the southeast, and M. M. 
Caskle. 
east. 

The meeting was sald to have 
brought out that rates from New 
York and other northeastern points 
were substantially lower than those 
from the Central Freight associa- 
tion territory, and shipping points 
on the Ohio river. It was with this 
in view that the railroad men agreed 
to a voluntary reduction in rates in 
order to allow shippers to compete 
with shipments from the New York 
section. 

The establishment of joint rates 
on commodities, it was stated, will 
result in the reduction of freight 
rates in some instances as much as 
1% ner cent, but in the majority of 
cases the average will be about 10

The resolution was ordered pre- 
pared during the afternoon session

taken. It will come up Saturday 
‘morning and leaders in the congress 
predict its passage by the entire | 
body. 
che Introduction of tue resolution | 
followed an address by Congress- 
man James T. McCleary, of Minne- 
sota, who in an inspiring address 
urged a protective as well as a 
revenue tariff. He recalled the 
policy of England whereby import- 
ed products are enalized while 
home products are duty free in an 
effort to show that from an econém- 
ic viewpoint protection of home 
industries is ‘essential. He also 
cited the rise of the German em- 
pire through the genius of Bis- 
marck, who, he said, instituted eco- 
nomic reforms whereby both pro- 
ducer of raw materials and manu- 


tion by the government, under 
which system Germany reached a 
state of sustenance which enabled 
them to withstand the press of war 
conditions longer than any other 
nation could have held out under 
similar conditions. 

Friday’s sessions of the congress 
found the delegates getting down 
to business. A warm > discussion 
emanating from a resolution con- 
demning the federal reserve board 
for its policy during the recent re- 
adjustment finally resulted in the 
recall of the resolution after Frank 
T. Kell, of Wichita Falls, Texas, 
and Marion Sanson, of Dallas, both 
members of the directorate of the 
Dallas Federal Reserve bank, had 
attacked the resolution as foreign 
to the question of tariffs. Frank 
L. Armstrong, chairman of the reso- 
lutions committee, introduced the 
resolution and withdrew it with the 
understanding that this action was 
not to be used as favorable pub 
licity by friends of the system. 

The address of Mrs. Charies A.

Farwell, in a review of the work

Upon the advice of the 
physieian the officer brought the 
young man hurriedjy to the Grady 
hospital for treatment. 

After the use of the stomach 
pump and other remedies at the 
hospital, the physicians are said to 
have decided that it was a plain 
case of intoxication, and summoned 
the police. Upon this diagnosis by 
the doctors, young Morris was car- 
ried to the police station and plac- 
ed in a cell. and his death was un- 
known until Deputy Sheriff Dunn 
called to inquire concerning his con- 
dition. 

When Morris reached the station 
lieutenant’s desk he was uncon- 
scious. The lieutenant is said to have 
directed that a special watch be 
kept over the prisoner. 

A coroner’s inquest will be held 
over the body at 10 o’clock Satur- 
day morning in the chapel of Done- 
hoo & Bazemore, where the body 
was carried. The doctors at the

'YSAYE AND BAND 
PLEASE AUDIENCE | 
AT NIGHT CONCERT 


The Cincinnati Symphony orches- 
tra, in what has come to be its 
annual concert in Atlanta, assem- 


bled an audience at the Auditorium 
last night which was adequate in 
size and appreciation to the mu- 
sical character of the evening—an 
occasion when some of the best of 
symphony music was presented by 
Eugen Ysaye and his band in a 
manner which has given them out- 
standing position among the great 
orchestras of the country. 

The Fifth Symphony of Tschaik- 
owsky. which is considered to be 
surpassed among his works by 
none but the Pathetique, was the 
feature of the program, both from 
the standpoint of musical impor- 
tance and the performance it was 
given. A work typical of modern 
symphony construction, and espe- 
cially of Tschaikowsky’s ingenious 
handling of musical means and of 
the great luxuriance of his orches- 
tration, the performance it had un- 
der the baton of Ysaye was a clear 
and satisfying revelation. The sym- 
phony is not as much surcharged 
with pessimism as some of the 
great . Russian’s works, but the 
the dominant theme, which is mel- 
ancholy, was shown in effectively 
somber contrast with the more 
cheerful phases of the work. 

The lovely andante was given its 
full meed of romanticism in inter- 
pretation, and the fatefulness that 
weighs down even the waltz that 
would be cheerful is the tenor, too, 
of what was made a memorably 
brilliant finale. 

It was good to hear the old-fash- 
ioned “Oberon,” showy, oftentimes 
majestic, and obvious enough for 
everybody’s enjoyment. The “Suite 
Alesienne” showed Bizet iff his sua- 
vest style and gave orchestra and 
audience a breathing spell between 
the intense concentration of the 
symphony. The Lohengrin prelude 
was given the most enthusiastic 
welcome, probably more because of 
the long lapse since it was last 
heard here, for it did not match

So Reports 1 Commit- 
tee on the Sheppard- 
Towner Bill. 


Weshington, January 28.—Mother- 
hood is safer in any of seventeen 
foreign countries than in the Unit- 
ed States, and babies in ten other 
countries have a better chance, of 
living through thelr first year, ac- 
cording to the house commerce com- 
mittee’s report today on the Shep- 
pard-Towner bill to appropriate 51.

National Chamber of Com- 
merce Would Boost Build- 
ing of Homes. 


Washington, January 23.—Resolu- 
tions urging investigation of all 
alleged illegal combinations in the 
building industry and ‘punishment 
for the guilty parties were adopted 
at the closing session here today 
of the housing conference called by 


the. national council of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United 
States. The conference, attended 
by civic and industria] leaders from 
all parts of the country, pledged 
its full support “to those who are 
bringing the facts to light.“ 

Holding the present housing short- 
age to constitute a “grave menace 
to the moral well- being of the 
American people,” the conference 

urged manufacturers of bnilding 
materials, contractors and retailers 
and distributers to “exert their ut- 
most efforts to the end that con- 
ditions are. brought about which will 
result in immediate reduction in 
costs of construction.”

Editor Constitution: In this time 
of temporary. industrial and com- 
mercial depression there is a éonsid- 
erable amount of unemployment. In- 
vestigation will prove that the vast 
majority of men who are now out 
of work are those with a smal! 
amount of education and practically 
no technical training along any line. 
The cases are very rare ‘where 
men of education and particula? fit- 
ness for jobs find themselves with- 
out work. But those who do not 
possess these advantages are al- 
ways the first to be put oft the 
payroll. Nor are they ever able to 
command a salary which will place 
them in a position of independence 
later in life. 

In this connection I should like 
te call the particular attention of 
the public to the opportunities ex- 
tended to such men by the evening 
school of applied science of 
Georgia School of Technology.

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Cigarettes Worth 
$4,000 P. ackage 
In the Near East 


Charles E. Grant Writes of 
Pitiful Conditions in Kar- 
ablis, Armenia. 


Over in Karahlis, Armenia, thou- 
sands of little children are starv- 
ing, while thin, gaunt mothers 
crowd to the doors of the American 
Near East relief commission in tat- 
tered clothing, wearing no shoes 
and begging for the food that 
means happiness, while they tell of 
comrades who perished of cold and 
hunger before they could drag their 
faltering footsteps to safety. 

This ig the information contained 
in @ letter received by Theodore M. 
Butler, formerly a sergeant in the 


army medical corps, but now in the 
employ of the R. O. Campbell Coal 
company, from Charles F. Grant, 
who is in charge of the isolated 
station at Karahlis. Butler and 
Grat served together in the army 
medical corps during the war, and 
While Butler returned home, his 
comrade entered the service of the 
Near East relief. 

A pound of fish, Sergeant Grant 
writes, sells for 1,000 rubles, the 
normal value of which is $500; black 
bread for three or four times that 
amount, while a package of twenty 
cigarette for 8,000 rubles, which in 
America would mean $4,000. 

With the town the outposts of 
three armies—the Turks, the bol- 
scheviks and the Georgians, com- 
munication with the outside world 
is almost impossible, according to 
Sergeant Grant. The receipt of sup- 
plies is precarious, “and if I don't 
get any more I have a few pota- 
toes left with which I can eKe out 
an existence. There is one cer- 
tainty—I will have plenty of com- 
pany. 

“The general condition here will 

never be improved under present 
arrangements. The bolsheviks are 
yellow, and after I showed their 
generals that I was not afraid of 
them they have left me alone. But 
I am feeding 10,000 refugees and 
have 500 orphans in the orphanage 
in my charge. “It is already cold 
and there is a terrible winter ahead. 
No food, no fuel and no 
clothing spells the one 
death—to the many. 
needed badly. Food and 
ing, hospital supplies, 
large quantities—my constant pray- 
er is supplies. I can hardly believe 
the civilized world will stand by 
and let the thousands of them starve 
and freeze and die. If I can get the 
supplies I can save and feed 25,000 
people myself here. I am willing, 
but I lack the goods.” 
And then this American boy, thou- 
sands of miles away from home—so 
far away that the letter he mailed 
on December 16 arrived here more 
than a month later—pictured the 
Christmas at home he was missing 
and the one he would spend among 
the starving tots of the Far East. 
“In place of turkey and trimmings, 
pumpkin pie and cake, I shall, may- 
be, have a small piece of beef and 
some potatoes. There’s about as 
much chance of a good cigarette as 
finding a refugee without cooties.”

Washington, January 28.—Ap- 
proval of the articles of association 
of the Foreign Trade Financing corr 
poration of New York was announc- 
ed tonight by the federal reserve 
board. The corporation, which is 
capitalized at $100,000, 000, is being 
organized under the Edge act, for 
the purpose of engaging in Mmter- 
national financial operations. 
Announcement was made in New 
York recently that the presidency 
of the new corporation would be 
tendered Governor Harding, of the 
federal reserve board. Governor 
Hardin stated that until a for- 
mal offer was made he would re- 
frain from comment upon the ten- 
cer. 

Pending the issue of a final per- 
mit to begin business, the board 
said the corporation has authority 
to exercise only those powers which 
are incidental and preliminary to its 
organization.

CAUSED COAL BILL. 


Calder Measure Result of 

Blind Desire to “Punish 
Somebody,” Testifies 
Witness. 


Washington, January 2%.—State- 
ments by Senator Calder, republic- 
an, New York, that the public was 
“muicted out of a billion and a halt 
dollars” during the 1920 coal short- 
age were charaé¢tertized as out- 
rageous and below the dignity of 
any senator,” today by Thomas H. 
Watkins, president of the Pennsyl- 
vania Coal and Coke corporation. 

Testifying before the senate com- 
mittee considering the Calder bill. 
to regulate the coal industry, r. 
Watkins said he had gathered sta- 
tistical reports on high-priced co 
sold during 1920 and that $600,000 
000 is the utmost figure that could 
be placed on the coal which might 
have been open to profiteering. 

The Calder bill, Mr. Watkins as- 
serted, grew “out of a hysterical 
frame of mind, the feeling that 
somebody must be punished and the 
desire to make political capital.” 

Opponents of the bill took all the 
time today, but Chairman La Fol- 
lette, of the manufacturers’ com- 
mittee, holding the hearings, an- 
nounced the sessions would be 
closed. Committee members sup- 
porting the measure expect to se- 
cure next week a majority report 
favorable to the bill, with some 
modifications of its taxation 
clauses, and will endeavor to get 


a vote upon it in the senate at this 
session. 


WESTERN UNION 
SEEKS EASING 
OF INJUNCTION 


New York, January 28.—Modifica- 
tion of the government's injunction 
suit to permit the Western Union 
Telegraph company to splice its ca- 


ble between Barbados and Florida, 
so as to link it with Cuba instead 
of the United States, was asked in 
the federa] court here today. 

Counsel for the Western Union 
in seeking the order, contended that 
President Wilson or the court did 
not possess the power to prevent 
legally the splicing of the cable on 
the high seas. Federal Judge Hand 
reserved decision. 

In his arugment, the defendant 
company’s counsel said the tele- 
graph company would willingly con- 
sent to an order pending the trial 
restraining it from landing the ca- 
ble at Miami Beach or from send- 
its cables running from 
Key West to Cuba messages intend- 
ed for South American countries. 
He explained that the modification 

would permit the company to con- 
nect its cable with one recently laid 
between Barbados and Brazil by the 
Western Telegraph company, a Brit-

Alleged Confessions in 
Alabama Moonshine 
Killing Prove Ring, Says 
State Solicitor. 


Tuscumbia, Ala., January 28.— 
With the alleged confessions of 
Hamp Kirby, one of the men ac- 
cused in the slaying of one prohi- 
bition officer and the wounding of 


two others last Saturday, and Louis 
Kirby. a negro, State Solicitor Hen- 
ry Jones declares he has evidence 
sufficient to establish the fact that 
there was in existence a “murder 
ring” which had for its avowed 
purpose the extermination of offi- 
cers of the law who might try to 
interfere with the manufacture of 
moonshine whisky in this section 
of Alabama, 

In the confession of Hamp Kirby, 

according to the authorities, he im- 
plicates himself, his father, Sid Kir- 
by, the negro, and Will Holmes. 
Seven shots were fired at the orfi- 
cers, the confession is said to de- 
clare, and the plot had been ar- 
ranged several days beforehand. 
It was the intention of the alleged 
gang. so the confession says, to 
“get” all six of the .officers who 
were in the raiding party. 

Officers claim that the confession 
of the negro, Louis Kirby, recites 
that on the day prior to the firing 
on the officers, he was sent to 
Leighton by Will Holmes to get 
three sacks of sugar and a box of 
shotgun shells. 

The confessions further state, au- 
thorities says, that after the killing 
of the officer, the men went to 
where Holmes was, relating to him 
the occurrence, and that Holmes re- 
plied that “three other officers were 
under the bluff, get them, too.” 
Holmes is the only defendant to 
employ counsel, the court appoint- 
ing attorneys for the Kirbys and 
Jake Smith. 

The first of the men to be laced 
on trial Monday will be amp 
Kirby. Judge Almon drew four 
special venires of forty men each 
today to try the cases, making a 
total of 240 men summoned from

Bergdoll Explains

January 28.— Grover C. 
Bergdoll, American draft evader, 
and Isaac Stecher, his chauffeur, 
claim to have Canadian passports 
by means of which they escaped 
from the United States in July, 
1920, and reached Germany by way 
of England and Holland, says a dis- 


patch from Eberbach, Baden, today. 

Carl Neaf and Frank Zimmer, the 
alleged American detectives, who at- 
tempted the kidnaping of the two 
men, are still in custody. 

American officials in Coblenz, ac- 
cording to dispatches from the oc- 
cupied area today, state that no 
orders for such action against 
Bergdoll and Stecher were issued. 
The inquiry into the incident is pro- 
ceeding, the dispatches add. 

Landed at Liverpool. 

Further reports from Eberbach 
say that Bergdoll and Stecher land- 
ed at Liverpool July 18, 1920, and 
after staying at a London hotel, 
left for Holland five days later. 

The document which Bergdoll de- 
scribes as a British passport, is 
numbered 64,493, and is issued in 
the name of George Charles Riggs, 
aged 35, an agriculturist, born at 
Milk River, Alberta. 

Stecher’s passport is numbered 
64,787, and is made out to Frank 
Jeremiah Johnson, age 40, born at 
New Dayton, Alberta. 

Both documents are alleged to 
have been issued at Winnipeg, the 
men claiming to be British subjects. 
According to their statement they 
sailed from Quebec on July 6. 


Wife Seeks Divorce. 

Philadelphia, January 28.— Mrs. 
Frieda Stecher, wife of Eugene 
Stecher, who is reported to be in 
Germany with Grover Cleveland 
Bergdoll, has instituted proceedings 
for divorce, it was learned today. 
It is said at her home that she "ad 
received neither money nor word 
of any kind from her husband since 
his flight, and that she had attempt- 
ed to get a passport to Germany so 
that she might live with her par- 
ents in Saxony, but had been re- 
fused.
